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ARRIVAL OF THE FUNERAL PARTY 
IN CLEVELAND. 


The Ex-President’s Mother Arrives in the City to 
Attend the Funeral of Het Baby---The Ceme 
tery Chosen for His Last Mesting Piace--- 
Interesting Facts and Incidents. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 21.—The train bearing 
the remains of President Garfield arrived at Pitts- 
burg this morning at 60’ clock, scheduleftime, having 
made the run from Washington, 479 miles,in 12 
hours and 39 minutes. 

Prrresure, September 24.—During the fourteen 

minutes stop here, while the train was being shifted 
to the Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad track, no 
ane ventured a word above a whisper, and the 
funeral party kept themselves out of sight. At 5:54 
the train drew out of the depot, and slowly crossed 
the bridge to Alleghany City, where the car con- 
taining the Cleveland committee was attached to 
the train. Along the line of the railroad, where it 
passed through West park, the tracks were covered 
with plants, in full bloom, and beautiful and ex- 
pensive floral tributes. 

WELISVILLE, 0, September 24—The congressional 
caught up here with the funeral train, which was 
delayed by request of Mrs. Garfield that the coach 
in which she was riding should be placed in rear of 
the train. The ladies did not sleep well last night, 
because of the heatand being too close to the en-

ARRIVAL OF THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 


CLEVELAND, September 24.—The train arrived at | 


1:38 p.m... Arrangements had all been completed 
for the reception of the remains at the depot for an 
hour before it arrived, and the casket was imme- 
diately placed ina large hearse, which was mas- 
sively draped with mourning. It was drawn by 
four jet black horses with broadcloth neck and 
body blankets trimmed with deep = silver 
fringe. Each horse was led by a 
groom. The first to alight from the funeral 
train were General Sherman and staff. They formed 
along the platform between which the immediate 
members of the family of the late president walked 
4wo by two to the carriages in waiting for them. 
Mrs Garfield, her son Harry and daughter Mollie 
first entered the carriages. As Mrs Gapgfield passed 
down the platform leaning on the -arm of her 
son ancd-accompained by Secretary Blaine, every 
eye was upon her. She was closely veiled, but her 
face could be easily seen.

The escort from 
the depot to the pavilion in the’ square 
consisted of the Oriental Knights Templar of Cleve- 
land, the Holy Rood Commandery of Cleveland 
and Columbia Commandery Knights Templar, of 
Washington. The dead president was a member of 
the latter commandery. Besides these organizations, 
there were the Cleveland City Troops and several 
other, Four hundred members of the state 
militia were in attendance in the neighborhood 
of the depot, acting principally as guards. The 
crowd was very large, andpxtended for twoor three 
blocks in either direction from the station. Perfect 
arder prevailed, however, €very one appearing to 
realize the solemnity of the occasion. The imme- 
diate members of the family took the first carriages 
and were followed by members of the cabinet. 
Ex-President Hayes oceupied a _ carriage with 
Secretary Windom, with whom he walked from 
the carsarmin arm, Colonels Rockwell and Swaim, 
old friends of the deceased president, and who were 
constantly with him throughout his illness, also oc- 
«upied one carriage. Dr A V Boynton, the family 
physician, accompanied some of the ladies, Mrs Gar- 
field did not go tothe square, but was driven atonce 
to the residence of Mr Mason, whose guest she will 
be while in the city. Colonel A F Rockwell, Judge 
Advocate General Swaim, C O Rockwell, Colon?! 
€orbin, Private Secretary Brown and others occu- 
pied a carriage immediately after the members of 
the cabinet. Dr Power,

as did the delegation from Ohio. The congressional 
train arrived about fifteen minutes after 
the funeral train, and the joint committees 
of both houses of congress were promptly furnished 
with carriages and driven with the procession to 
the public square. Mrs Garfield bore the jour- 
ney extremely well and still maintains the remark- 
able fortitude which she has exhibited since her 
husband was wounded. Miss Mollie and 
Master Harry also bear up under the sorrow 
«extremely well. During the time the funeral 
cortege was passing over the route from the depot 
to the catafalque, which is situated in the public 
Square, there was little or no confusion. While 
the broad streets were literally packed with human 
beings, all seemed to be iu hearty sympathy with 
the mourners. After the.pody has been placed in 
the public square the gates will be thrown open and 
thousands of persons are now waiting to view the 
easket and floral decorations which will be per- 
mitted to pass through. 
It has been determined not to expose the body. 
After the remains of the late president arrived eat 
Monumental park, it was decided not to throw the 
gates open to the public to-day, inasmuch ‘as ar- 
rangements were nytcompleted. The pavilion was 
finished during the afternoon, however, and the 
gates will be opened to-morrow, The pavilion is 
probably the finest temporary structure of its kind

The catafalque is the great temporary monument 
of attraction. The car in which the casket was 
brought was filled with flowers, which almost hid 
the coffin from _ sight. The coffin was 
wrapped in a large flag and in_ triple 
folds of fine  crape. Upon it were a 
few white flowers and some large green leaves. It 
was borne from the track by ten United States ar- 
tillerymen who wore white helmets, who, with 
drawn swords, took Their position beside the hearse. 
As soon as the casket had been placed in the hearse, 
the beautiful black horses drew it slowly down the 
avenue towards the file of _ soldiers 
and Knights Templar, who were drawn 
up on the west side and facing the east 
with heads reverently bowed. Slowly the procession 
took up its mareh down the avenue. As 
the column, headed by three platoons 
of police, started from the Euclid avenue 
station, the St. Paul church bell com 
menced tolling. Other churches along the line 
followed and added to the solemnity of the march.

THE CEMETERY WHERE GARFIELD IS TO LIE. 
CLEVELAND, September 24.—Lakeview cemetery, 
Garfield’s remains will be laid to 
rest embraces three hundred acres on the south 
side of Enclid avenue, just beyond the eastern limit 
of Cleveland, five miles from the business center of 
the city. Onthe other side of the avenue is Wade 
park, and in close proximity the site where the new 
Western Reserve university buildings are being 
erected. Nature seems to have designed the spot 
for the purpose to which it has been devoted, and 
all which art and money could doto enhance its 
natural beauties has been done. The grounds, 

wned byan incorporated association of Cleveland 
gentlemen of wealth and refinement,is incorporated 
under the law which requires all gains or profits 
from the sale of lots or otherwise be appropriated to 
the perpetual adornment and repair of the ceme- 
tery. The land purchased ten years ago was laid off 
by a landscape designer and engineer selected for 
eminénee in their professions, Wooded hills, grassy 
vales, secluded nooks, winding drives, sinuous 
walks, running brooks and quiet lakes are the con- 
spicuous landinarks, The association adopted a plan 
differept from any other cemetery, and it is ex- 


lowing language: 
“The feeling is growingin the public mind that 


| burials should be made where the quiet repose of 
| the dead may 


be assured forever. The human 
heart clings to the grave of its departed hopes, and 
seeks consolation in rearing monuments and em- 
blems of beauty over the remains of its loved ones, 
This can be fitly done, not in the tumultuous din 
of cities, but amid the green verdure, under the 
blessed and cheerful light of heaven, where the 
harmonious and ever changing face of nature re- 
minds us, by its resuscitating influence, that to die 
is to live again.”’ 

With this sentiment prompting the plans, the 
cemetery has become in beauty and tasteful adorn- 
ment, the rival of the most celebrated cemetery 
of the world, andin theair of retired and restful 
loveliness of an inexpressible nearness to nature 
and withdraws from the world not found elsewhere.

The Fatal Wound. 

DOCTORS GOES INTO DETAIL 
AUTOPSY. 

NEW YORK, September 24.—Dr Hamilton to-day in 
conversation, dietated the following: “The ball 
entered the inter-vertebral space in the right side, 
between the last dorsal and the first lumbar verte- 
bra, ata point very near the transverse and oblique 
processes; that is obliquely from behind. It passed 
a little downward and forward, penetrating the 
body of the first lumbar vertebra; escaped from the 
vertebra very nearthe middle in front, and was 
found a little to the left of the body of the vertebra, 
lying under thelower margin of the pancreas and 
nearer its posterior or dorsal aspect than interior, 
behind the peritoneum, and therefore 
outside the cavity of the belly. The ball was en- 
cysted, completely surrounded by a firm capsule, 
which invested it entirely and closely, the capsule 
containing nothing butthe ball. Perhaps a grain 
or two of white tenacious substance attached to one 
point of its inner surface which was not easily re- 
moved by the edge of the knife, and which may be 
found under the miscroscope to consist of a drop of 
dessicated pus, orit may prove to be the leaden 
stain occasioned by the oxidation of the surface of 
the ball. It also contained a small fragment of 
black material, perhaps three-quarters of an inch 
in length and an eighth of an inch in breadth, 
which under the microscope may proye to be a 
piece of cloth, but the exact character of which 
has not yet been determined. 

“Perhaps distant one er two inches, and in this 
neighborhood there could be felt distinctly under 
the finger innumerable small substances, like 
grains of sand, of greater or less magnitude, which 
have not yet been submitted to microscopical exam- 
ination, hut which were supposed to be minute 
fragments of bone torn away from the broken ver- 
tebra and thus widely disseminated in the adjacent 
tissues. The blood sac was behind the peritoneum 
but the :utopsy revealed that it had = rup- 
tured into the cavity of the peritoneum, 
probably just beforejthe occurrence of death, and 
at least a pint of blood coagulated was found in the 
peritonel cavity. The abscess spoken of in the 
official report of the autopsy was not 
in this region precisely, but some- 
what more to the right, between the liver 
,and transverse colon. No connection wasdiscovered 
between this and the external wound made by 
the bullet, and there are no means of knowing 
whether it communicated with the original track 
at some earlier period in the history of the case or 
not. It may have doe so, and ome subse- 
quently closed, or it may have been the result of 
the extension of inflammation from the original 
track to the adjacent tissues. There was no lesion 
of the liver, recent or ancient, indicated in the 
autopsy. 

“Itisevident from this account that the pres- 
ence of the ball in the situation in which it was 
found was not the immediate cause of death, as it 
was completely encysted, and must have long since 
ceased to cause irritation. The small fragments of 
bone and the great lesion of the lumbar veretbra 
are the pathological facts which alone could en- 
danger the patient's life. This lesion of the verte-

vertebre. The front of the spine in the region 
traversed and both of its sides presenting 
toward the intertfor of the belly are literally covered 
by important blood-vessels, arteries and veins,the 
most important nerves of the macy including the 
sympathetic or ganglionic system of nerves, also the 
nervy2s of common sensation and motion, and b 
sympathy including the great thoracic duct throug 
which nutrition from the elimentary canal is con- 
veyed to the heart. The injury of _ al- 
most any one of the foregoing, excepting 
the nerves of common sensation and motion, 
woyld inevitably destroy life, and in the midst 
of this plexus of arteries, veins and lymphatics the 
surgeon would have had tocarry his knife in search 
of a ball, the situation of which has only been re- 
vealed by the autopsy. There were no possible 
means of knowing the situation of the ball during 
life, as it gave ne indications of its presence; nor 
eould it possibly have been reached and recognized 
by any form of 2 probe. That death would 
have been immed ate, and the inevitable result 
of -_ such daring adventure is almost absolutely 
certain. However much we, individually or col- 
lectively, may have made ourselves liable to je: 
criticism in the matter of diagnosi : 
or prognosis, and whatever doubts may be enter- 
tained by medical men as to the propriety of the 
treatment in certain respects, can- 
not believe that one _ intelligent surgeon 
will hereafter think that at any ‘period 
in the progress of the case the ball or the fragments 
of the bone which it sent before it could have been 
successfully removed. Nor, indeed, that any seri- 
ous attempt in the direction would not have resulted 
in speedy death. Viewing the ease in the light 
of our present knowledge, I am _ prepared to 
affirm that surgery has no resources by . which the 
fatal result could have been averted, This was the 
sad consolation which I felt justified in giving to 
the grief-stricken wifeand family, and whichall 
my associates believe we can give to an afflicted 
people.”’

A UNIVERSAL SUSPENSE OF BUSINESS, 

WASHINGTON, September 24.—Dispatches from all 
parts of the country*’show that during the funeral 
ceremonies over the body of the late president, 
these were marks of respect to the occasion shown 
everywhere by the suspension of business.

At Exeter Hall. 
SERVICES IN HONOR OF THE LATE PRESIDENT. 

LONDON, September 21.—At the meeting of the 
Americans at Exeter hall this afternoon to express 
their grief for the death of President Garfield and 
their condolence with his family, among those 
present were American Minister Lowell, in 
the chair; Consul-General Badeau and _ the 
whole staff of the American legation: 
Bishop Simpson, Colonel Cheseborough, General 
Merritt, M D Conway, Vice Consul Nunn, Rey Dr 
Channing, Miss Thornton and many members of 
the Japanese legation. Cardinal Manning, the duke 
of Cambridge, commander-in-chief of the forces,and 
Sir Frederick Leighton, president of the royal acad- 
emy, called on Mr Lowell to-day to express their 
condolence upon the death of President Garfield. 

At3 o’ciock, about two hundred Americans as- 
sembled at the American exchange and proceeded 
up the Strand to Exeter hall. By half past three, 
large crowds and numberless cabs and vehicles as- 
sembled outside the hall... The majority of the 
shéps in the vicinity stowed some signs of mourn- 
Inside the hall was crammed with people 
who continued to arrive in a constant stream. The 
stars and stripes over the organ were deeply craped. 
A striking feature was the la-ge proportion of ladies’ 
present, Everybody was in deepest mourning. 
The assemblage included representatives of the 
press. of New -Yark, Boston, Cincinnaci; Philadel- 
addressed the meeting amidst im- 
He said: 

“We meet to testify our respect for the character 
and services of the late president, and to offer such

I 
should do injustice to your feelings, 
lessthan tomy own,ifI didnot offer here our 
grateful acknowledgments to the august lady who, 
herself not unacquainted with grief, has shown so 
repeatedly and touchingly how atrue woman's 
heartecan beat under the royal purple. [Tremen- 
dous cheering]. Rhetorfe relative to 
President Garfield's noble end is out of the 
question. H{ we were allowed to follow the prompt- 
ings of our own hearts, we should sumall up in 
the sacred words: ‘‘Well done good and faithful 
servant.’’ The death scene wasunexampled. The 
whole civilized world gathered aboutit. Let us thank 
God that it was through the manliness, patience, 
and religious fortitude of the noble victim that the 
tie of human brotherhood was thrilled with ‘that 
touchjof nature’which makes the whole worldfkin.’ ’’ 

Mr Lowell dwelt on the good nature which Presi- 
dent Gartield displayed during his illness. ‘He 
seemed good natured even whendying. Though 
there were few from whom death wrenched a fairer 
heritage, there were few who could, like Garfield, 
die well. The fiber that could stand such a strain is 
ouly used in the making of heroic natures. General 
Garfield, twenty years ago, offered hfs life for his 
eountry. He has now died for her as truly as if he 
had fallenthen. His blood has cemented the fabric 
ofthe union. His example is a stimulus to his 
countrymen forever.’’ He compared Gen CGarfield’s 
career to thatof Joseph. ‘From a similar humble 
beginning he had died the tenant of an office 
second to none on carth.’’ [Cheers.] He gave many 
pathetic instances of the concern felt everywhere 
for Mr Garfield during his illness. Mr Lowell 
concluded by saying: 

‘It would be improper to discuss the characte of 
him who is now the chief magistrate, but there is 
no indecorum in saying whatisknowntoall. He 
isa gentleman of high intelligence and of unim- 
peachable character and ability. I am not a 
believer that democratic, more than any other 
form of government, will work of itself, but 
in common with you all, have a full faith in the 
honesty, intelligence and good sense of the Ameri- 
can people, and in the.destiny of the American peo- 
ple.”’ 

Resolutions deploring the great public mis- 
fortune of the death which plunged a 
nation into lasting sorrow, sympathizing 
with the late president's mother,and widow, and ac- 
knowledging the affectionate solicitude of the queen 
and the people of England were adopted in silence 
with the audience rising to their feet. 

Aftereloquent speeches by ex-Collector Merritt, 
of New York; Bishop Simpson, Rev Mr Channing, 
Junius 8 Morgan and Moncure D Conway, the 
meeting adjourned. 

During the speech of Bishop Simpson, who made 
a sympathetic reference to the queen, the whole au- 
dience arose to their feet, cheering with remarka- 
ble enthusiasm, amounting to a furore. 

At the close oi the meeting, it was announced 
that there would be funeral services, by Dr Parker, 
at the city temple, on Mondayat noon.

A VISIT TO THE GROUNDS 
Showsthe Exposition to Be Almost Ready to “Expe-

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter visited the ex- 
position grounds to see what progress was being 
made in the preparations forthe grand show which 
will open one week from next Wednesday. 

The grounds presented a scene of activity and on 
all sides were heard the sawand hammer.

The handsome style in which these 
preparations are being made shows that when that 
enormous building is filed with its varietg.of ex- 
hibits it will presentsuch a dazzling spectacle as is 
seldom seen.

there wil) be an almost endless variety. 

The restaurant fn this part of the grounds ts com- 
plete and looks as cosy as the inn of romance, 

The building for public comfort is complete in 
every respect. It has been beautifully decorated 
and will afford a most inviting retreat to the visi- 
tors when weary with their rounds of sight-seeing. 

All the other buildings are being put in the best 
possible shape. They will be ready for the grand 
opening, and by that time will be filled with such a 
grand display as the south has never witnessed be- 
tore, 

The gentlemen who have secured the various 
privileges on the grounds are preparing to use them 
in elegant style,and though the prices paid were 
large, expect to reap handsome profits, 

One of the things first noticed on entering the 
grounds, is the great chimney rising above the 
main building. Near the top of it there is on each 
side a painting of a large crown resting over a stalk 
of cotton in the full beauty of ripeness, represent- 
ing of course the allegorical crowning of 
King Cotton at this, his grandest festival. 
The truck patch on the hill beyond the main build- 
ing shows great improvement since the rain and its 
various crops are now growing luxuriantly.

GIVING THE KEY TO POLITICAL

A Rumor That Blaine is to Retain the State Depart. 
ment, and That Conkling i# to Run the 
Treasury---The Stalwart War Still Pro- 
gressing Wildly in New York. 


NEw York, September 24.—The business men 
have a rumor that Arthur is going to make Conk- 
ling secretary of the treasury, and also keep Blaine 
in the cabinet, and force these two leaders of op- 
posite wings of the party to set the example of har- 
mony and deference. It is expected that Postmas- 
ter-General James is going to leave the cabinetany- 
way, to become president of the Lincoln bank, and 
it is added that he is the stronger in that 
notion since he feels it will be impossible 
to procure any convictions under the star 
route cases. It isalso alleged that George Bliss, of 
New York, late United States district attorney, will 
become attorney general in place of MacVeagh. He 
has the credit in many qnarters of having composed 
Arthur's reply to John Sherman’s charges when 
collector, and the letter of acceptance of Arthur 
when nominated. He was a college mate of Ar- 
thur’s, and is a deadly enemy of\Conkling, thongh 
both are stalwarts, Conkling having put Stewart L 
Woodford in his place as district attorney. Bliss is 
an erratic, implacable man, of great mental inten- 
sity, and asevere prosecutor of evil-doers. 

A Presidential Dining. 

WASHINGTON, September 24.—President Arthur 
gave a breakfast to the members of the eabinet, 
General Grant and one or two others at the residence 
of Senator Jones, of Nevada, where he is stopping. 
He did not indicate whether he weuld accept the 
resignation of the cabinet or not, but merely re- 
quested thatfor the present they continue in their 
present positions. He did not even incline a shadow 
that would ind#@hte that he would retain any of the 
present cabinet.

HIS FRIENDS IN THE FIRST ASSEMBLY DISTRICT OF ONEI- 
DA OUTVOTED. 

NEW YORK, September 24.—A special dispatch 
to the Evening Post, from Utica, gives the follow- 
ing account of the split in the republican con- 
vention in Conkling’s district: The convention 
of the first assembly district of Oneida was 
held at toon to-day. A great deal of interest 
was felt in the proceedings, as they were to de- 
termine whether or not Mr Conkling should be a 
delegate to the state convention. The organization 
was hotly contested, Chairman T H Roberts, of the 


district committee, being a Conkling man. When 
the list of uneontested delegates was com- 
pleted .ex-State Senator Lowery obtained 
the floor and moved that T Jones be 
chairman of the convention. A Conkling man 
moved a substitute, and onthe roll call the Conk- 
ling candidate for chairman was. defeated, eight to 
nine, thus giving the organization to the anti- 
Conkling men. ‘The leaderof the Conkling side in 
the convention, John E Brandigee, announced that 
they would not abide by the decision. When the 
result on chairman was announced nine 
out of seventeen voted for the  anti- 
Conkling man. All but one. of the Conk- 
ling men refused to vote and théy then bolted 
and in one corner of the room went through ‘the 
form of appointing delegates to the state convention, 
headed by Roscoe Conkling. Meantime the conven- 
tion proper, in the main part of the room, went on 
with its proceedings. When the committee on con- 
tested seats made its report, and the door was 
opened to admit the delegates who had 
been contested, a rush was made, and but 
for the interference of the police a fight 
would have oceurred, the Conkling men 
having made an effort to prevent delegates from 
entering the room. The Conkling bolt was made 
against a fair ruling and fair decisions of the chair- 
man of the district committee, who is recognized ‘as 
a supporter of Conkling. The Conkling delegation 
to the state convention has not a shadow of ground 
forarightto seats.

The Situation Quiet, but Still Unsettled.

SAVANNAH, September 24—The strike still con- 
tinues, but the strikers have disbanded their mobs 
and are only abstaining from work. When the work- 
men in the Central railroad shops, warehouses and 
cotton yards struck, Colonel Wadley had them 
paid off and dismissed.

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Report ofthe Joint Committee on Finance Adopted in 


Senate dnd House. 


The joint standing committee on finance 
have examined the accounts and vouchers of 
the comptroller general and treasurer as re- 
quired by section. 186 of the code, and respect- 
fully submit that the. books of these officers 
have been neatly and correctly kept, and 
their annual reports are sustained by the con- 
dition of the offices. The report of the 
treasurer showed a balance in the treasury, 
October 1, 1880, $688,865.47, which amount is 
shown on the books, and on the 10th day of 
November, 1880, J. W. Renfroe, the former 
treasurer, turned over to D. N. Speer, the 
present treasurer, the sum of $665,594.97, 
which amount we found on the books, and 
the same agrees with the books of the comp- 
troller general of that date. The books of the 
treasurer showed a balance on September 5, 
Ik8i—the day your committee began its in- 
vestigation—of S782,884.54, which amount 
your committee found in the hands of the 
treasurer and the state depositories, an item- 
ized account of which is hereunto appended. 

In the opinion of your committee the treas- 
urer deserves the gratitude of the people of 
Georgia for his conduct in the matter of the 
state’s funds in the Citizens’ bank, as well 
also as for his efficiency and the good man- 
agement of his office. 

He found in this bank when he entered the 
office $332,452.75—more than half of the whole 
amount of the state’s funds at that time. He 
at once began drawing from this bank to meet 
all the demands of the state, so at the time of 
its suspension there was on deposit’in said 
bank only 8103,218.46, thus, as we think, sav- 
ing tothe state a large sum of money. We 
call especial attention to the books of the 
comptroller general's office. Said books are 
comprehensively, neatly and beautifully kept; 
the system is so thorough that the condition 
of any account in the office can be ascertained 
at a moment’s notice.

| Adoption of the Committee’s Reselations, 
Yesterday the senate and house of ese 
adopted the report and resolutions of the spec 
joint committee which investigated the lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. This report ras 
published in yesterday’s ConsTITUTIon, and, it will _ 


be requested to direct the attorney general, at onee, 

to consider the condition of the bond of the — 
lessees. If he does not consider f 
good for $2,000,000, he is to give the 
president 60 days to sufficiently strengthen it, and 
if it is not strengthened in that time proceedings for 
the forfeiture of the lease shall be instituted. 

The attorney general must now also consider the 

question asto whether a majority of the stock in 
the lease is owned and controlled by Georgians. If, 
in his opinion, it is notso owned and controlled, 
then he shall institute proceedings to forfeit the 
lease. 
The opinions of the committee as to the 
latter point and said to have differed, but 
the matter goes to the attorney general with all 
the evidence asa plain legal proposition and the 
ability and character of that official justify the ex- 
pectation of a satisfactory solution of the present 
difficulties. 

In neither branch of the assembly was there any 
extended discussion of the report.

A Defense ot the Character of the Murdered Man. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, Atlanta, September 
24, 1881.—Editors Constitution: My attention has 
been called to a communication in the Constrrr- 
TION of the 22d instant, purporting to give an ae- 
count of the affray in Douglas county last week, in 
which Mr Wm Nottingham was killed by a man 
named Cook. Ido not wish here to give the detaile 
of that affair as narrated to me, although I have in- 
formation which I believe to be correct, that John 
Nottingham was shotdown while attempting to pre- 
serve the peace and to prevent a difficulty between 
Cook's step son and young Mitchell. * 

Itis my purpose simply to protest against the 
manner in which your correspondent alludes to the 
young man whose life was so ruthlessly taken, as 
‘Nottingham or Taylor, or whoever he may be.”’ 
The ex pression has the appearance of being made 
to pre judice the case in the minds of your readers 
or the peop of Douglas county. 

I knew the young man well. He was the youngest 
son of the late Dr C B Nottingham, of Macon, who 
was a member of the state board of health, and one 
of the most eminent physicians in Georgia, and 
who, besides, was,a gentleman of great culture and 
high social position, universally esteemed and be- 
loved by all who knew him. He was a brother of 
Hon W D Nottingham, judge of Houston county 
court. Willie, the deceased, was a young man of 
bright intellect, unswerving integrity, great indus- 
try and perseverance and possessed a high order of 
business tact. He wasa brave, noble-hearted young 
man. Ilearn that he had made arrangements te 
begin teaching school in the neighborhood of Mr 
Mitchell ina few days.

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The Legislature. 
SATURDAY'S NIGHT SESSION OF THE HOUSE, 

After the adjournment of the afternoorm 
session, an informal meeting of members of 
the house was held, when Mr Hanimond, in 
an eloquent address, expressed the high ap- 
preciation by the house of the ability, impas- 
tiality and efficiency of the presiding officer, 
Honorable A. O. Bacon. He was followed by 
Mr. Barrow, who, in a feeling manner, re- 
counted his long acquaintance with A. Q. 
Bacon, from their boyhood days as fellow-stu- 
dents at the university of Georgia to the 
present time. He, too, highly eulogized the 
conduct of the speaker and his services to the 
state. He coneluded by presenting to Speaker 
Bacon, on behalf of the members of the 
house, a beautiful cane. 

Speaker Bacon responded in an eloquent 
cndl manly address, which elicited the 
hearty applause of the house. He gracefully 
accepted the gift as a testimonial of the re- 
gard of his fellow-members, and promised to 
carry it through life; and bequeath it to his 
son after him. : 

The oecasion Was a very pleasant one, and 
attested the affectionate and trusting relations 
between the speaker and the members of the 
house, 

The house, at ‘8 o'clock, resumed the con- 
sideration of the penitentiary bill, the substi- 
tute of the house committee being the bill 
immediately under consideration, 

A number of amendments offered by Mr. 
Hunt and others were acted on, and a lively 
dixeussion on these as wellas the general 
merits of the bill was continned until 9 
o'clock, when Mr. Jemison moved the indefi- 
nite postponement of the bill and substitute. 
The motion was lost. Yeas 16, nays 92. 

Mr. Wheeler called for the previous ques- 
tion, and the house sustained the call. 

On the question of adopting the substitute, 
the yeas were 62, nays 45. 

On the question of the passage of the bill; 
yeas 88, nays 19, so the bill passed. 

The bill provides for the appointment by 
the governor, ofan assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary, witha salary of $1,200. The 
governor, chief physician and principal ‘and 
assistant keepers to frame rules and regula- 
tions for the custody, treatment and govern- 
ment of the convicts. These officials, one or 
more ata time, to make periodical and un- 
heralded visits to the camp, and to report or 
their condition and that of the convicts. The 
governor to have general supervision of, 
the whole system. Tle lessees, with the ay 
proval of the governor, to appoint some pe 
son at each camp who alone shall inflict pum 
ishment on the convicts and be responsible 
for cruelty or excess. Authority is given te 
the governor to commute part of the term of 
imprisonment for good behavior. 


The house adjourned to 10 o'clock Monday 
morning.

RENT DISCUSSION. 


He Does Not Sce the Good Taste of Some of Our 
Recent Gushing--The Land Full of Sorrowful 
Homes, Whose Grief is Sacred to Its 
Votaries--The Flood of Suicide.

The president is dead, and I reckon the 
nation had better do like King David when 
he lost his child—get up and wash her face 
and think of something else. It's all very 
bad aud very sad, I know, but there are thou- 
sands of homes in this happy land where 
death was a visitor at the self same hour, and 
the vrief was as great for the loved and lost. 
There is a skeleton in every closet, and death 
has nailed his sign over every door, and it has 
seemed to me from my own experience that 
when such a trouble came I wanted it all to 
myself and my family, and the less the fuss 
and parade and ceremony about it the better. 
There is a kihd of sweet consolation for 
death in the household when we 
can shut it in and lock out the world, and 
have the misery, all to ourselves, .Eyen the 
three friends of Job were considerate enough 
to set afar off in respectful silence for several 
days, ‘‘for they saw that hisgrief was great.”’ 
A nation in tears is a very grandand affecting 
tableaug if there is something grand and 
affecting to cry about, but there is no sense in 
overdoing the thing. I don’t know what Mr, 
Gartield has done as a statesman, a soldier, or 
a patriot, more than ten thousand other men. 
I don’t know what notable thing would 
justify us in saying as David did of Joab, a 
great man has fallen this day in Israel. 
Not many months ago I know he was de- 
nounced as a bad man and dangerons to the 
welfare of the country. I didn’t believe it 
then, and Ff can’t see the propriety of de- 
nouncing a man as a devil while he lives and 
adoring him as a saint when he is dead. I 
wish our people would quit the like of 
that. It destroys confidence and keeps up 
political strife and bitterness. I don’t know 
much about Mr. Arthur, and I don’t care if I 
don't, I'mnotafraid of him. If he can do 
me any harm, I can't see it. If he is going to 
cut up and abuse us down south, we can abuse 
him justas bad. He can’t run over congress 
much, nor defy the will of the nation which 
will is now for a and harmony and.co- 
operation. I believe Mr. Garfield was a bet- 
ter man and a greater man, butthe death of 
one man, however great, can't stop the wheels 
of government from rolling on, nor bring a 
shock to its accustomed motion. A = govern- 
ment that stood the test of four years war, 
and the assassination of Mr. Lincoln, (peace 
to his memory) and the election frauds of Mr. 
Hayes can stand anything and it doesent mat- 
ter at all whether Mr. Arthur’ was 
born in the United States or Canada 
or the Feejee islands, it's all the same. 
The. constitution a sort of India-rubber 
thing anyhow, and can acécommedate itself to 
circumstances sorter like our own in Georgia 
that has tolerated two sessions in a year, and 
I reckon we'll have athird to redistrict the 
state. Let’s wait and see what Mr. Arthur 
does before we pitch into him. If he is a good- 
hearted man he is acoward, and won't dure to 
defy us; so let him rip along. As Cobe says 
we willall know by waiting. . 

My wife and children are well, my corn is 
pretty good, my cattle are fat, and the barn is 
full of hay. My nabors are kind, and Sunday 
comes once a week as usual so let him rip. 

What isthe matter with the people any- 
how. Some folks are killing one another for 
little or nothing and someare killing them- 
selves. Whenl wasa boy I never, hardly 
ever, heard of a suicide. It was considered a 
most extraordinary circumstance. We read 
about em overin France and wondered that 
there was sucha people. It’s an every day 
affair with us now. Four in aweek. Four 
sane men well to doin the world, surround- 
ed by good associations. I dont undegtand 
itand it worries me, T was a talking with 
Judge Underwood about it, and says he, 
solemnly, ‘ Bill—William—Mr. Arp, my 
friend, you have known me for thirty 
years, and I tell you now I've 
seen a sight of embhe and = aggrava- 
tion and vexation of spirit—losses and crosses 
and disappointments, but if you ever hear of 
my being found dead under peculiar circum- 
stances, don't you stop to eX- 
amiue to see whether I killed 
myself or not, but go at once and hunt for the 
feller thatdone it. I tell you, William Arp, 
I'm not agoing to die that way.””’) Whatisthe 
matter with the men? There are no suicides 
among the women. Well, there is one now 
and then at long intervals and they 
are always drowned—drowned in °a well 
or amill pond. Nobody ever heard of one 
using a razor, or a pistol, ora rope. Whena 
poor woman kills herself she wants to hide. 
Of course, she don’t know how to use a razor, 
ora pistol, but she might hang herself. I 
reckon she is afraid somebody will see her in 
a disheveled condition. The records set down 
ten men to one Woman as suicides, and so I 
reckon it must be on account of whisky or 
disappointed ambition in making money or 
amassing riches. Women are not concerned 
in such things. They are wrapt up in raising 
children, and they love ’em too good to leave 
‘em. Domestic pleasures have a tendency to 
calm the mind and keep it well balanced. 

Every day brings its care and trouble, but it 
brings its comforts and pleasures too. There is 
nothing like living foraday; that istby the day 
and for the day. Blessings on the man or 
-woman who gets up in the morning resolved 
te get as much happiness before night as pos- 
sible. Enjoy the day. Becontent. Don't 
be always hankering after something afar off 
that may never come. Don't deal too much 
in futures. I don’t mean. of course, for a 
man to be like the average nigger who takes 
no thought forthe morrow, but there -is a 
middle ground to occupy. Some men 
say they are werking for their chil- 
dren. They are straiinng themselves 
day and = night for’ their  chéldren. 
Well, that is a lie. They are working to 
gratify their own ambition. If they thought 
as much about their children as they ought 
to they would pay em more attention. They 
would stay with em more and talk to em 
more, 

Speaking about the indifference of the nig- 
gers reminds me of my good nabor Freeman. 
He has a lot of nigger tenants, and after 
being gone from home a few weeks, he came 
back and found every rascal of em gone off to 
meeting. When they returned says he: 

“What you been to meeting for, boys?’ 
“Well, boss, we is been dar to pray.” 
“Pray for what?’ said he. “Well, 
boss, we know it’s most too late in de 
season to pray for rain, for de crop is dup 
gone up, but we been pray for de Savior to 
pet us all thro’ de winter:"’ “Well, dat aint 

it adgackly,”’ said another one. “We goes 
to meetin’ to fix for de next world. You 
white folks done got dis one, and if we can 
squeeze in ahead of you on de next we is 
gzwine to do it, dat’s all.’ Nabor Freeman 
says it won't be a month before them darkies 
will be trying to make a savior of him, for he 
has carried ‘em all the year while they were 
running over the country and going to preach- 
ing. 

Calvin Lewis has quit his crop and taken to 
the pulpit—says’ he heard de Lord call him 
while he was in de field, and Uncle Jeff, says 
he: “Calvin, dat is a lie—if you hearanybody 
eall vou it was de devil, and you is sendin 
round de hat for him every night, and dese 
niggers round here is quit workin, and some of 
em is gwine toschool dat ort to be in de cotten 
.patch; and de next thing a school nigger do is 
to quit de country and go to town, 
and de next thing is to steal some- 
thing and get in the chain-gang, and

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to work ifi de coal mines whar Governor 
wn wantk em. ‘Dat’s whats de matter, 
Dese white folks kndws exzackly whar an edi- 
cated nigger is gwine to land. I never knowd 
one to come to any good yit. You can’t make 
sheep meat out of coon or chicken out of 
crow, I don't care what you feed ’em on.” 
Uncle Jeff says these young niggers will have 
to belong to somebody yet or quit de country.

use in Venice. But, as a place of refreshment, 
an eating and drinking saloon, it has been 
open night and day since the middle of the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth in England. In 
front of this venerable restaurant, the elite of 
Venice assemble about dusk, and chairs are 
placed far out in the area according to the 
number required. From nightfall until mid 
night, sipping tea, coffee, chocolate, or miun- 
eral waters, they discuss in groups those mat- 
ters that interest the public mind, and not 
seldom, I suppose, the interesting annals of 
social life in Venice.

Napoleon the first ascended this tower 

on horseback, which a small man on a-small 

horse may very easily do, but probably none 

but “the great Napoleon” would have made 
the attempt. The view of the city, the Eu- 
ganean hills, and the distant Alps is very fine. 
Only one bridge is visible from the tower, as 
the canals are very narrow, and their places 
indicated only by lines of separation in the 
dense mass of building. The seventy islands 
of Venice itself, the neighboring islands situ- 
ated in the lagoons, and the splendid railroad 
bridge, whose arches and foundations are all 
connected with the patriot hero, Mauin, for 
whom Venice preserves a feeling akin to wor- 
ship. As I stood by his tomb, and saw the 
fresh flowers, and crowns of flowers, with 
mottoes and bits of rhyme and prose, in de- 
yout homage to the patriot of 1848, I could 
not refrain from sympathy with my Italian 
guide, down whose cheeks’ the tears coursed 
their way, he tried tell me, in broken 
English, the story of dear Daniel Mauin.”’ 
Had I known less of it than I did, my interest 
would have been-awakened; butI was fully 
prepared to realize the value of his life, and his 
death, | may say, to Venice and to Italy. My 
guide was a boy at that time (1548), but was 
an actor in those scenes which led, at last to 
the emancipation of Venice, and all Lom- 
ardy, from Austrian rule. 

Everywhere, in Italy, one meets with the 
utprints of Napoleon Bonaparte, but no- 
ere more frequently than in Venice.

reeorded. This landing of St. Mark, what 
was left of him after seven hundred and fifty 
years repose in the tomb, changed the patron 
saint of Venice from Theodore to Mark. The 
tomb where the body of the apostle lies is 
shown vou, and the guide fervently believes 
that the dust of the saint is below the marble 
monument. The churchisin the shape of a 
Greek cross, and the objects of interest in it 
are almost innumerable. There are 500 mar- 
ble columns on the outside—many chapels 
and shrines within—works of the twelfth, 
thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth centu- 
ries abound. Some ofthe architecture, stat- 
ues and paintings are Greek—some Moham- 
medan, some Egyptian. 

In front of the principal door, in the vesti- 
bule, is a slab of porphyry, marking the spot 
where the Emperor Barbarossa, after his de- 
feat by the Venitians, was compelled to kneel 
down and receive the foot of Pope Alexander 
on his neck. On entering the church, one 
who has read the glowing description of Mr. 
Ruskin, will feel disappointment. He de- 
scribes the interior as like a vast cave, 
lit up with starlight openings in the 
ceiling. ‘‘Round — the domes oo . 16 
roof the light enters only through 
narrow apertures, like large stars, and here 
and there aray or two from some far away 
casement wanders into the darkness and casts 
a narrow phosphoric stream upon the waves 
of marble that heave and fall in a thousand 
colors upon the floor. What else there is of 
light is reed torches or silver lamps burning 
ceaselessly in the recesses of the chapels; the 
roof, sheathed with gold, and the polished 
walls, covered with rich alabaster, give back at 
every curve and angle some feeble gleaming 
to the flames, and the glories round the heads 
of the sculptured saints flash out upon us as 
we pass them and sink again into gloom, Un- 
dertoot and everhead a continual succession 
of crowded imagery, one picture passing into 
another, as in adream; forms beautiful and 
terrible mixed together, dragons and serpents 
and ravening beasts of prey, and graceful 
birds that in the midst of them drink from 
running fountains and feed from vases of 
crystal; the passions and the pleasures of hu- 
man life symbolized together, and the mys- 
tery of its redemption, tor the mazes of inter- 
woven lines and changetul pictures lead al- 
ways at last to the cross, lifted and carved in 
every place and upon every stone, sometimes 
With the serpent of eternity wrapt round it, 
sometimes with doves beneath its arms and 
sweet herbage growing forth from its feet; but 
conspicuous most of all is the great rood that 
crosses the church before the altar, raised in 
brigh blazoning against the shadow of the 
apse.”’ 

Mr. Ruskin was certainly in a good humor 
when he waote that description of St. Mark.

How strangely 
freedom and despotism were mingled in 
those days of the doges! 
The hall of the Elections isa curious relic 
of old Venice, Forty-one nobles were elected 
here, upon whom devolved the duty of nomi- 
nating the doges. The doors were thrown 
open at this ballot. Three urns of differ- 
ent colors were used. The white affirmative, 
green negative, and red neutral. Of course 
only one name was presented as a candidate. 
Through the large library, the museum, ‘‘the 
Hall of the Council of the Ten,” the Grand 
Hall of Four Doors, Halls of the Ministers, 
Chapel of the Doges, and a number of rooms 
besides, I passed to the famous ‘Bridge of 
Sighs.”’ 
“IT stood in Venice, on the Bridge of Sighs— 
A palace and a prison on each hand. 

I saw from out the wave her structures rise 
As from the stroke of the enchanter’s wand. 

A thousand vears their cloudy wings expand 
Around me, and a dying glory smiles 

O’er the far times when many a subject land 
Looked to the winged lion’s marble piles, 

Where Venice sat in state throned on her hundred 

isles. 

Of this ‘‘Bridge of Sighs,’ Mr. Ruskin says: 
“The interest it possesses is owing chiefly to 
its pretty name, and the ignorant sentimen- 
talism of Byron.” Mr. ‘Howells, in his 
“Venitian Life,” calls it ‘that pathetic swin- 
die, the Bridge of Sighs.’’ Mr. Ruskin calls 
it ‘‘a work of no merit, and of a late period.”’ 
Now, I submit that Lord Byron knew much 
more about Venice andits history than either 
Mr. Ruskin or Mr. Howells. Andif he did 
not have Mr. Ruskin’s ability in the line of 
art criticism, he had, and his immortal verses 
have, the indisputable evidence of the locality 
in proof of his correctness. I made a point 
of study fn regard to this bridge, and I am 
convinced that the poet was in the right. 
There is a palace on one side—there isa 
bridge connecting the palace with the prison 
on the otherside. Prisoners were brought from 
the prison to the palace. All this is admit- 
ted. But the critics tell us that these prisoneis 
were cut-throats, burglars, thieves, and felons 
of the lowest and worst grades. Our sympa- 
thy, they tell us, may as well be expended 
upon Bridewell in England, or Auburn state 
rison in America. The author of a guide- 
wise tells us that he dislikes to rob the poor 
bridge of its sentimem, and advises people to 
follow the present custom and give it the 
benefit of a donbé. On the contrary, if Byron 
was in error let us not follow him, but if his 
critics are mistaken let us know it, and do

and the prison. It is not now, and never was,

After passing in reviewthe treasures of St. 
Mark, I came out into the square in time to 
see the pigeons fed. These pigeons are the 
property of the city, as their ancestors were 
of the republic of Venice. It is said that when 
the valorous Admiral Dandolo was besieging 
Candia, he received important intelligence 
by means of pigeons from Venice, and these 
birds, for many centuries, have been regarded 
as benefactors of Venice. Woe to the stranger 
who should harm one of these birds! They 
are fed by the city, every day at 2. o'clock. 
There ure several thousands of them, and 
when the clock strikes two, wherever 
they may be, they come in droves to the 
northwest angle of the piazza, where, on the 
window ledges of the first story they are fed 
with Indian corn. The birds know,the time as 
wellasif they were workmen summoned to 
dinner. Some travelers have made them out to 
be beautiful white birds, I saw nota white 
one among them. They are all dark, or slate 


| colored, and are very tame, flying to your 


hand. or shoulder, and eating grain from all 
that present it. One of the prettiest spectacles 
| have seen in Europe occurred a day or two 
since. A little child, sweetly dressed in white, 
stood near the center of the square with a bag 
of corn in his hand. He began to dropit until 
the birds came in scores and in hundreds, 
picking up the grain at the child’s feet. At 
last there were literally thousands of them, 
and the little fellow was almost covered up, 
head and ears, by the birds. At last, they be- 
came a little too friemlily, and wanted to open 
the corn-bag in his hands. This frightened 
the little fellow, and the expression of relief 
as his father made his way through the mass 
of fluttering wings, was pleasant to see, If 1 
were a painter, | should choose that scene for 
a sketch, at least. 

From the feeding of the pigeons, I went to 
the palace of the Doges. Here are great num- 
bers of paintings, but the historical associa- 
tions were far more interesting to me. Up the 
giant’s staircase | ascended to the spot where 
the newly-elected doge was installed into 
office. Mars and Nepture are sculptured on 
either hand, by Sansovino. On this landing, 
four hundred and twenty-four vears ago, the 
aged Foscaris for thirty years aresident of this 
palace. fainted as he was compelled to resign 
his office and his lionors forever. But Byron 
is accused of inaccuracy in making this stair- 
case the place of the execution of the conspi- 
rator Faliero. The best of reasons is given— 
the staircase was not there at the time of 
Faliero’s conspiracy. This is enough, in the 
way of criticism, but I shal have occasion to 
defend Lord Byron in afew moments, in a 
more important matter. 

The golden stairway in the time of the re- 
public, was the one trodden only by those whose 
names were inscribed in the ‘““Golden Book” 
---that is to say, the aristocracy of Venice. 
The common people could not ascend these 
marble steps, which, of course, have no gold 
on or about them. The honor of going up 
and down these steps, however, was sought by 
many nobles and Sie of other countries--- 
Henry IV, of France, among them. The hall 
of the grand council is 175 feet long, and 85 
bread, and is roofed with gold, or gilded work, 
and frescoes adorn the walls. Overhead, por- 
traits of seventy-six doges are in panels, in 
chronological order, with\one panel vacant. 
Instead of a portrait, there. is an inscription 
on this panel, in Latin: e is the place of 
Marino Faliero, beheaded fay his crimes.”’ 
And, after all, what was poor F liero’s crime? 
An attempt to give Venice a democratic, ini- 

of aristocratic republic! Trhe, he sought 
by bloody means, as the manne¥ of his times 
was, to accomplish his purpose} and the im- 
mediate oceasion of his conspiracy was, un- 
doubtedly a trivial offense, there have 
been greater criminals in Venide than he.

The pavement slopes gently from the block to 
the dead wall, and near this are three holesin 
the floor, made to permit the blood to run out 
into the water beneath. By means of tapers 
held up to the ceiling, I saw a number of rude 
drawings made by a nail or piece of iron, the 
work of these prisoners shut up in the dark- 
ness until the hour of execution. They are 
as crude figures asa child would draw in the 
dark. Shapes meant for churches, and pitiful 
appeals are scratched on the wall to the Ma- 
donna and the saints to help them in their 
hours of desolation. Mr. Ruskin might not 
think much of the “‘art’ in these dungeons, 
but there is, to my mind, as much evidence 
that these Inscriptions in the dungeons were 
made in the dark and bloody days of the doges, 
as there is to prove the antiquity of any paint- 
ing or work of art in the church of St. Mark. 

Now, if the prisoners kept here were only 
the base criminals who forfeited life by violat- 
ing the laws why these secret dungeons, the 
instruments of torture, and above. all the 
secret execution? There is the small window 
through which the body of the dead man was 
placed in the boat to be sunk in the sea, and 
there is, also, the small opening on the other 
side of the bridge to give the signal to the 
boatman that his terrible freight ~vas ready. 
No, When Venitian law was violated, they 
were not afraid to hang, shoot or flog the 
criminal m open daylight and before the peo- 
ple. Thus Faliero perished in open execution, 
and thus others died who forfeited life to out- 
raged = law. But these dark, airless 
dungeons, hidden by thick walls from view— 
with their ax and garrote—their secret ap- 
paratus for taking human life, where no hu- 
man voice could be heard without no cry 
reach the ear of friend or sympathizer—these 
things tell their own story to the common 
sense of mankind. I narrowly scanned the 
story of the guide, who gave mean account 
of the whole process; the arrest, imprison- 
ment; the torture on the bridge, condemned 
cell; the last scene of the ax or the garrote, 
and the fall of the blood into the waters of 
the canal. The story hangs together in every 
part, and I have no question that every un- 
prejudiced mind will agree with me, after 
tracing the steps to and from these terrible 
relics of a blondy age. Let it be remembered 
that all of these devices are, and 
ulways have been separated from 
and distinguished by a special 
name from the passage by which criminals 
appeared before the judges.* The cells of the 
criminals are there, too, but the terrible ma- 
chinery of death is not. In another’ place, 
and in open day, the real convict was execu- 
ted. Ina®*wvord by closing one door, whieh 
connects the two passages, the criminal pris- 
oners may still go and come, as they did in 
former ages without entering or even seeing 
the passage designed for state prisoners. The 
proof is overwhelming to my mind that 
Byron was in the right, and critics his absurdly 
wrong. 

From the Bridge of Sighs to Shylock’s 
house, in the Rialto, or the old city, is buta 
short distance. If the old Jew really lived in 
this house—and in Venice they believe he did— 
all | can say is that he wasa man of very little 
taste. It is a small, narrow uncouth cage, 
almost as bad as the printing oftice where the 
first newspaper was printed, or the first bill 
of exchange issued, Very small, very old, 
and very dirty are all these buildings now. 
The great bridge of the § Rialto 
not only ai bridge, but ai covered 
way on either side the passage, 
and gives shelter to many “merchants of 
Venice.” I purchased a few good peaches 
there, and did well to escape the clamors of 
the sellers, who know a Frank, a foreigner, 
and leve his “francs” with a tender love. 

Over to the Lido island, the great sea-bathing 
place of Venice, is a short distance, and there 
the Adriatic sea opens out into the world of 
waters. Bathers in many varieties of cos- 
tumes were there the afternoon I called, from 
a visit to St. Lazare, the island owned by the 
Armenian monks. AtSt. Lazare I was re-

THE EXHIBITS NOW SHOWN ON 
THE GROUNDS. 


A Glance Through the Building, and a Survey 
of the Contents--The Wide Variety of Ex- 
hibits, and the Number of Exhibits

Nothing better indicates the extent to 
which exhibits have been received than a list 
of the contents of the several annexes which 
the exposition has been compelled to build 
adjoining the main building.

ety, and alarge display of various articles 
made ffom zine by a foreign mining and 
smelting company, located at Vielle Mon- 
taigne, Chenee, Belgium. 

The exhibitors in the two annexes named,

linois, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, Maryland, Maine. 
Michigan, Connecticut, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Delaware and New 
Jersey. From these twenty-one states there 

re in the annexes named one hundred and 
eighteen exhibitors, representing firms that 
employ in the aggregate nearly $5,000,000 of 
capital in their business. When it is remem- 
bered that the statistics here given represent 
only two fractions of the entire display, some 
idea of the magnitude of the whole may be 
gained from them. 

Applications for space in the art hall are re- 
eeived daily. No allotments will be made jn 
that department, but the arrangement of it, 
and the hanging of the pictures, will be en- 
trust:d to one thoroughly competent to make 
such disposition of all articles as to secure for 
each the location best adapted to bring out its 
excellencies. It requires an artistic eye and 
great experience to arrange displays of this 
class ina manner satisfactory alike to exhib- 
itors and spectators. Among other pictures 
offered for the art pavilion isa full length 
portrait of Henry Clay, painted m 1850, which 

now in possession of a Baltimore gentle- 
man, who dliso kindly offers to loan bust por- 
traits of Lewis Cass and Thomas II. Benton. 

One exhibit promised for this department 
is the handiwork of an Alabama lady, which 
will be likely to attract considerable atten- 
tion. Itisa poodle dog, life size, that. in 
lieu of the natural covering, has a fleece of 
eighty thousand fine white feathers, while 
the body is filled out with cotton. Of it the 
lady-writes that she considers it an appropri- 
ate exhibit, for the feathers are those of the 
Alabama goose, which aids the planters of 
that state by destroving the grass in the cot- 
ton fields, while the staple with which the 
body filled is also the product of 
those same fields. The poodle, there- 
fore, emblematic in a double sense. 
The director general assured the lady 
that her little dog should have a good place 
in the art pavilion, and complimented her on 
the patience and industry she had displayed. 
A great display of art work that would have 
gone into the pavilion has been taken by the 
citizens’ committee of Florida to.add to the 
attractiveness of the exhibition from that 
state. The citizens who have charge of the 
Florida display have decided to erect a large 
building here, which will be framed at home 
and put’ on the cars all ready to 
be joined together as soon the ma 
terials arrive at the park. It will be rather a 
difficult question to answer, when our yisi- 
tors step out of the Florida building, and ask 
any Georgian they chance to meet ‘‘where is 
your state’s building?’ Georgians are usually 
ready with an answer, but when they encoun- 
ter this question, as they will many thousand 
times, What shall be said in reply?
